REMARK 


This patent application presently includes Claims 1-21, 
all of which stand rejected. The claims are amended to define 
the applicants' invention more precisely, and all rejections are 
respectfully traversed. 

Claims 1, 8, 11 and 16 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§112 as indefinite. The examiner stated specific grounds for the 
rejection of each of these claims. It is believed that all of 
the grounds of rejection are overcome with the present amendment, 
as explained more fully below. 

The examiner has taken the position that there are 
inconsistencies between the preambles of the claims and certain 
portions of the bodies of the claims, which render the scope of 
the claims indefinite. The undersigned therefore states unequiv- 
ocally that it is not the applicant's intention to incorporate 
the medicament pack or any of its elements as a component of any 
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
